We  specialize  on  growing  Cherry  trees  as  our  soil 
and  climate  is  adapted  for  growing  good  thrifty 
trees.  Our  sweet  cherry  are  all  budded  on  Mazzard 
seedlings,  which  has  been  proven  the  best  under¬ 
stock  for  sweet  cherry. 

We  take  special  care  to  have  our  varieties  true  to 
name  and  during  the  growing  season  we  endeavor 
to  keep  our  trees  in  the  best  condition  by  spraying 
with  a  fungicide  spray.  We  have  had  very  good 
results  by  using  Bordeaux  Mixture.  If  you  have 
had  trouble  to  grow  cherry  trees,  may  we  suggest 
that  you  try  this  method.

Orders.  Orders  should  be  sent  in  just  as  soon  as  pos¬ 
sible  after  receiving  catalog.  By  placing  orders  early  you 
are  more  certain  of  getting  the  varieties  wanted,  as  late 
in  the  season  we  are  often  sold  out  of  some  varieties.  If 
ordered  early  we  can  reserve  the  stock  until  proper  time 
for  planting. 

Shipping.  We  have  adequate  shipping  facilities  and  can 
ship  in  any  direction  with  the  probability  of  prompt 
arrival  at  destination.  All  shipments  travel  at  the  cost 
and  risk  of  the  purchaser. 

Truck  Deliveries.  Truck  load  orders  will  be  delivered 
free,  reasonable  distances;  long  hauls  and  smaller  orders 
delivered  by  special  arrangement.
